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Highway crash leads to minor injuries

A northbound mini- 
van that struck an SUV 
parked on the side of 
the Queen Elizabeth 11 
Highway between Olds 
and Didsbury on Aug. 
29 sent eight people to 
hospital with minor inju¬ 
ries. 

The collision hap¬ 
pened at about 8:15 p.m. 
when the minivan was 
passing the SUV while 
it was parked on the 
side of the road poten¬ 
tially due to mechanical 
failure, said members 
of the Innisfail RCMP’s 
Integrated Traffic Unit. 

RUMP said that fol¬ 
lowing the minivan clip¬ 
ping the SUV, it collided 
with a second SUV at 
highway speed that was 


parked on the roadside 
near the first vehicle. 
The second impact sent 
the second SUV into the 
median. 

As a result of the sec¬ 
ond impact, police said 
the minivan careened 
to the right, striking an 
enclosed utility trailer 
being pulled by a pickup 
truck that was passing 
the collision site in the 
right lane. The minivan 
came to rest blocking 
the left lane. 

Traffic was diverted 
onto a side road for 
about two hours while 
emergency personnel 
responded to the colli¬ 
sions. The female pas¬ 
senger of the SUV was 
extricated from the 
vehicle. She and the 
female driver of the 
SUV were treated at the 


Foothills Medical Centre 
in Calgary, police said. 

An adult male and 
female in the station¬ 
ary SUV were treated 
at Olds Hospital and 
Care Centre, as were 
four boys who were also 
in the SUV. The boys 
ranged in age from four 
to nine years old. 

The two males in 
the first SUV that was 
clipped were unii\jured, 
as was the driver of the 
pickup that was later 
struck, according to 
police. 

RCMP said neither 
speed, alcohol nor road 
conditions were fac¬ 
tors in the collisions. 
All the occupants of all 
the vehicles appeared to 
be wearing seatbelts or 
were restrained in child 
safety seats, RCMP said.

word, or as in the case 
of book clubs, carry a 
book with them to gain 
entry to the location. 
Once inside, the orga¬ 
nizers served alcoholic 
beverages and had other 
entertainments befitting 
the “roaring ’20s.” 

For the event at the 
library, local musicians 
will be on hand to get 
the weekend of events 
started. Crowe said the 


theme this year was cho¬ 
sen to add a little extra 
flair during the festival 
opening. 

“We’re always looking 
for something new and 
interesting to have at 
our opening reception. 
The point of the recep¬ 
tion is to give our spon¬ 
sors an opportunity to be 
present, to be acknowl¬ 
edged publicly. It’s also 
an opportunity to invite 
(local dignitaries) ... and 
our committee will have 
an opportunity to speak 
a little bit about the fes¬ 
tival," Crowe said.

The pool at the Didsbury Memorial Complex was due 
to be dosed on Sept. 7 for annual maintenance work. 

No special projects are scheduk*d to take place this 
year with regard to the pool. It will be drained and main 
tenance work done on the basin. The pool is scheduled 
to reopen the morning of Sept. 22. 

While it isn't specifically a pool project , the roof on the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex will be replaced during a 
part of the shutdown. 

Western Weather Protector will begin replacing the 
roof in the middle of this month.

HOWARD STEIGER 
April 16, 1941 — August 30, 2014 

Howard was a first generation Canadian 
bom in Atwood, Ontario after his parents 
immigrated from Switzerland. As a young 
boy he assisted his father at their family’s 
feed mill and graduated from Upper Canada 
College in 1960. In 1964, he graduated from 
Ryerson Institute of Technology having 
studied Metallurgy.
